But the memory of the men 
and ~ women of Hongkong 
who gave their ives in the 
defence of Hongkong has’ as 
yeb no permanent shrine. 


Hi Hongkong Volunteer 
Memorial Fund Committee 
is a widely representative 
one and we believe that its 
efforts to raise a tangible 
and visible) memorial will 
meet with the approval of 
the community, 


The suggestion is that the 
. memorial should’ take the 
form of a Garden of Remem- 
brance, with suitable 
edifice, situated in. the 
centre of the city, And. that 
if public response to the 
appeal for funds realises 
expectations, it will also 
be possible to associate 
the memorinl with an official 
welfare scheme.

A former German prisoner of war who 
equipped himself with a phoney name and a 
fictitious Victoria Cross was sentenced to a year in 
prison today for fraud. 

Werner. Robert'Schwarz, 32-year-old war- 
time Luftwaffe airman, was also recommended 
for deportation at the expiration of his sentence. 

A court here was told Schwarz, captured in 
Italy, escaped from an Egyptian POW camp and 
later reached Britain in 1947. 

He was returned to Germany but came back 
to Britain in 19562. The next year he bought a 
car with a phoney cheque using. the name Jack 
Bruce VC — “an unusual declaration for a Ger. 
man POW,” commented the prosecution.—China

Precious Mineral 
Estimated 
Worth £10 Million 


London, Aug. 29. 


A 28-year-old British regular soldier 


who recently discovered deposits of the rare |- 


mineral named “Beryl” in Hongkong, is 
likely to become a ‘millionaire. 

Corporal William B. Harries, married 
to a Chinese girl and living in Hongkong, 
has been permitted to stake a personal 
prospector’s claim. He has applied to pur- 
chase his discharge from the Army. 

One vein of Beryl about 100 yards long found 
by Corporal Harries is estimated to be worth 
between £250,000 and £1 million. — 

If, ag Corporal Harries. has claimed, it extends 
about 1,300 yards, the value will be some. £10 
million. And the corporal claims to have discover- 
ed six veins in all, some of which are even larger. 

This was revealed at a press conference here today 
by .Major George Brewer of the Royal Army. Education 


Corps. Harries. studied geology as an amateur under 
Major Brewer at an army education centre in Hongkong.

South plays low, West plays the 
seven of diamonds, and dummy 
kas to win.
